Stevenson described Hardy as 
writing sentences unsurpassed by any 
In English literature. Hardy's study 
of the Dorchester peasantry and their 
conversation Is: Illustrated In all his 
novels and especially from "Pay from 
Ihe Madding Crowd." Prof. Wiillgh 
amused the audience with Hie read- 
ing nf „oine humorous extracts Irani 
ih c peasant's conyorstillon.

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THE RUSH TO UNIVERSITIES. 





Each year that passes we see thousands graduate from 
universities all over the' world, and with an ever increasing supply 
of college-trained men and women wc might be led to assume, if 
we reason economically, that there is bound to be a fall, in their 
value. It is true that there is a marked tendency, especially in Canada 
and the United States among |thc younger generation, to strive for 
higher education. Some seek it for the sake of the better equipment 
they will have when they step into the business wîrld, or the world 
they would like to conquer. Others find four or five years at 
college means of sliding through a period of their lives that other- 
wise might be dull. At any rate there is a strong influence evident 
among both parents and their children that tends to send the latte,- 
to college. And here as elsewhere are many misfits; but the old 
truth which asserts that the weak shall be eliminated and the fit 
survive, will apply also to a college graduate. A man with a higher 
sducat.Vn is far better off than the man without it, and this is true. 
A prominent McGill professor once made the remark that only 
those who could show exceptional mental ability should be per- 
mitted to attend universities. In our present system of society the 
accomplishment of this idea is extremely difficult, and the only 
method used is raising the entrance standards. !t is only 
human that the harder a thing is to attain the more a person 
desires it, and if there have been any re3ul|ts they are hardly notice- 
able. We have the opinion that education is not being overdone, 
and that the wonderful opportunities that are given almost all of 
•acquiring -learning and a broad outlook on life, arc emblematic of 
our advanced civilization. As far back in history as wc read we 
. can find no such opportunities, and what this age of education will 
bring forth is impossible to estimate. When one thinks of the 
brilliant minds thajt have been lost to the world through lack of 
such opportunities as we possess, there can be no doubt of the 
.value of our educational systems. Just as the Rennaissance bore 
its wonderful fruit, so must this age S|tand' out for an equal if not a 
greater advancement . There has happened in the last decade 
perhaps the greatest disaster on record, but out of i^ has grown the 
'^League,*' and ihc "World Court." Their formation is a sign that 
provincialism is dying a natural death and that men are looking 
beyond the bounds of their own particular stale to the vastly broad- 
er one — the world. Wc arc guided in these paths principally from 
jthc sign-posts of experience, and a good education is a short road 
to experience. All the great truths of life,' gleaned from the 
experience of our great men, arc ours for the taking, and we prove 
them over and over again each day we live. Why not give these 
opportunities of learning to all through the medium of a university? 
It can make the world a better place to live in and will aid the 
growth of d'-'mocracy . We will have our own philosophers, and 
• 'itcrary geniuses, greater statesmen, and more peacemakers, and it 
will reduce our stratified society to a basis of equality, lifting the 
low lo a higher level. It can only be a tremendous power for good-, 
in uplifting and an broadening influence.-

"University indio extension courses 
are now in the expérimental stage," 
declared Prof. W. D. Henderson, di- 
rector of .Michigan University Ex- 
tension division, "and their worth bus 
yet lo bo proved. Although j am 
stirongly in favor of i;i t . University 
outfitting a good broadcasting station, 
r do not think that th e time has yet 
come for us te think of offering to the 
public any o the so-called regularly 
accredited radio extension courses' 
that tiro offered by some o the univer- 
sities and college- . 

"i fool," continued l-Yufcssor Hen- 
Ici'soy. 'that :• University radio would

To Students 
Using Cars 

With the Spring season faut ap- 
proaching, the increase in the use of 
uutomohllos by .Micli'gtin University 
sttidtmla will littve a gerteie; tendency 
t" cause a widespread "waste in 
lime" by students' who own - cars, in 
tho opinion of Joseph A. Mursley, 
dean of v ittl(t«ials. 

"The use) of aiilomo'bilns by the Uni- 
versity .student," said the Dean yos- 
lerday, "except In rare eases not only 
«■a uses lihe student to wasle time but 
also gives growth tn forms of extra- 
vagance and Increase practices which 
besides distracting Lho student's ai- 
tont ton from the real purpose for 
which lie cam,, lo the University in- 
volves mnrnl risks. 

"Tihe, too, ||,o student w ho has an 
automobile a n<l Is using it regularly 
Is in constant danger of injury or 
even death through accident, in the 
past low years (hero have been sever- 
al University sludonls killed and In- 
jured in automobile mishaps, 

"The,io Is no need for sludents to 
use aiiiomobilcs, except for pleasure. 
Theio are very few students nil ending 
the University who nrvd tho use of an 
automobile for traveling purposes, in 
too many oases students al tlio Uni- 
versity who own cars arc opposed lo 
walking even short distances ami 
make use of their automobile practi- 
cally every place 1 1 icy go. it is evi- 
dent that tln.se students are losing 
valuable exercise which would l, u 0 f 
great help in keeping |h e | r bodies in 
lhc proper pondkion and conaei|ii,.iitly 
their Initiative ai its highest point. 

"Ii is trite that much lime can bo 
waslcd by stildqnts . .hist lounging 
about their room, but thi-sn .students 
aro often not subjected to |j, c tcimptii- 
lioiis of diversion th.it facfi lho 'stti- 
dent who is lhc possosspr of an autb.
